AUTHOR'S  ALTERATIONS  (AA'S)  POLICY  -  JOURNALS 


Contributors  and  editors  should  be  advised  that  the  cost  of 
AA'S  made  in  galleys  or  page  proofs  will  be  billed  to  the 
party  making  these  changes.   The  following  policy  explains 
in  detail  the  nature  of  these  changes. 


1.   AA'S  are  defined  as  any  changes  or  deletions  other 
than  typographical  errors  on  the  part  of  the  composer,  or 
punctuation  or  typestyle  errors  on  the  part  of  the  copy 
editor . 


2.   AA'S  are  billed  at  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  line. 
This  charge  is  a  direct  pass-through  from  the  composer  and 
does  not  include  any  fees  to  Ablex. 


3.  AA  lines  are  defined  as  lines  affected  by  a 
change.  For  example,  if  a  contributor  or  editor  deletes  five 
words  from  the  middle  of  a  paragraph,  it  may  require 
resetting  eight  lines  to  fill-in  and  rejustify.   The  charge 
of  this  change  would  be  eight  dollars  ($8.00). 

4.  An  exception  to  this  policy  is  the  updating  of  in 
press  references.   There  will  be  no  charge  for  these 
changes . 

5.  Numerous  or  significant  changes  must  be  approved  by 
the  journal  editor. 

5.   Contributors  are  charged  for  their  articles  only. 

7.  Editors  are  charged  for  AA ' s  to  material  written  by 
the  editor,   or  for  articles  the  editor  elects  to  proofread.
